Richard Gephardt, the 
red-haired_St..Louis_congr<isS'_- 
man who would become speak- 
er of the House if the 
Democrats manage to regain 
control of the House in 
November, was Gore’s closest — 
but distant — rival. 

Third place, surprisingly

Chicago relieved all went 
smoothly this time around 


CHICAGO (AP) — If Mayor 
Richard M. Daley had his way, 

' the whole world would have been 
watching this time. 

The police were polite and pro- 
fessional. The president gushed 
about the dty. Even the weather 
in this freezer-or-steambath dty 
cooperated. 

So the question looms: Has 
Chicago finally exordsed its 1968 
demons — and ugly memories of 
baton-mclding cops pummcling 
protesters — with the-success of 
this week’s upbeat, unified 
Democratic National Conven- 
.tion? 

The answer; Yes. No. And it 
didn’t have to. 

“Chicago will no longer have to ' 
answer for ’68," declared Paul 
Green, a professor who has writ- 
ten extensively about city poli- 
tics. “it becomes part of its past. 
It no longer affects its present 
and future.” . 

‘Tt dso gives Chicago the great 
opportunity to do what it used to 
do — get both conventions,” 


Green added. 

But others say the ’68 clash will 
.remain part of dty lore — though 
it .will fade in significance — 
even if Chicago was only a flash- 
point in the nation’s divisions 
over Vietnam. 

“It won’t go away," said politi- 
cal strategist Don Rose.

Water makes Shoshone Falls No. 1 attraction

TWIN FALLS - When there’s enough 
water, Shoshone Falls is southern 
Idaho’s No. L attraction, drawing legions 
of admirers from around the nation and 
theworlcL 

But fewer visitors come to sec the falls 
when flows are low. 

By some estimates, every visitor to the 
208-foot falls contributes $22 to the local 
economy - so less water can dry up sub- 
stantial amounts of money for Magic 
Valley businesses. 

“In post years, we've had to tcU peo- 
ple, 'There's only a trickle of water,'” 
said Kent Just, executive dircaor of the 
IVdn Falls Area Chamber of Commerce. 
“That’s when we'd lose them, because 
they’d say, *Oh, we want to sec it with 
some water.’" 

To enhance the spectacle, Idaho 
Power Co. is pondering ways to create 
the best possible show with minimal 
amounts of water. The company has 
been generating electricity at Shoshone 
Falls for 80 years and, as it begins to 
renew its hydroelcccric license, is pro- 
ducing a plw to enhance the area’s aes- 
thetic chonns. 

Nothing final has been announced, 
but the company is mulling recommen- 
dations for minimum flows over the falls 
and spreading a little water over a lot of 
rode 

Simply put, more water over the falls , 
equals more visitors to town. Just said. 
Some would-be visitors from distanr' 
states call months in advance to gaugc- 
the likdihood for an impressive show, 
.Just said. If prospects are dim, they 
often opt CO omit Twin Falls from their 
travel pl^ - 

In the low water years of (he lace 
1980s and early *90s, most of the Snake 
River was diverted onto form Helds and 
the falls got a relative trickle; ac such 
times, ^oshonc Falls became Shoshone 
Walls. - 

When there’s water, the falls arc 
impressive. 

For from a angle waterfoU, Shoshone 
Falls is a mazy collection of cascades 
split into-two tiers the “upper” falls are 
shorter and more intricate, while Che 
“lower” falls feature long, dramatic 
plunges to the river. 

Under ordinary circumstances, most 
of the water at low flows winds up in a 
pmr of deeply indsed notches in the cen- 
ter of the lower falls. 

“It’s pretty, but it takes a lot of water 
CO fill &cm up,” said Dennis Bramon, 
who nms the power plant at Shoshone 
Falls. The southernmost of the two 
plumes, known historically as “The 
M^cc,” is l^ely hidden from specta- 
tors ac Shoshone Falls Park. 

Idaho Power con shunt more water to 
the nonhem ade of the falls by dosing a 
set of . 18 “spill gates” that txstridc the 
southern half of the river immediately 
upstream of the falls. For visitors at 
Shoshone Falls Fork, the result is more 
water where they can see it 

The first plunge fdr water near the 
north shore is over a smoothly arched 
concrete dam that regulates water levels 
for the power plant. Woter that goes 
through the power plant cannot go over' 
..the fall^ on^ at p^ operating levels, 
the power plant siphons away more than 
400,000 gallons per minute from the 
falls. 

After it drops over the dam, water 
that’s not going through the power plant

Low flows weren’t a problem this 
year, which proved the b^t water year 
in'a decade. 


Relatively high flows were mirrored 
. by strong visitor counts, said Dennis 
Bowycr, parks and recreation superin- 
tendent for the dty of Twin Falls. As of 
Friday, the dty had collected more than 
$110,000 in gate receipts, Bowyer said; 
the entry fee for private vehidcs is $2, 
while tour buses pay $10.

BOISE (AP) - Fighting cancer 
in Canada, Boise State University 
football coach Pokey Allen will 
spend a difficult wc^end os his 
team debuts in I-A football. 

Boise State University plays 
Central Michigan on Saturday 
ni^L Allen is undergoing treat- 
ment after a rare form of muscu- 
lar cancer reappeared this sum- 
mer. 

Every day, he visits a 
Vancouver cancer clinic, downs 
about 60 piUs a day, and moans 
because beer, coffee and red 
meat have disappeared from his 
diet. 

“I’m storting to go a little 
berserko,” Allen said Thursday. 
“I tjy to stay bu^, but mostly Fm 
just sitting around. I know on 
Samrday Fm going to really be 


gomg crazy. 

“Maybe FU call down at half- 
time and find out what the score.

Allen is living with a friend 
while he visits a cancer clinic 
which specializes in experimen- 
tal medicine: The treatment is 
not offered in the United States 
bemuse the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has not ap'proved .

The 53-year-old does not know 
how long he will stay in Canada. 
If the cincer goes into remission

SHOSHONE - It was Sept. 6, 
1696, when seven men ond 
women gathered in a little rock 
sdioolhousc in the community of 
Shoshone and made a covenant, 
one with another, to organize as a 
Baptist church. 

The leader of the group was 
Robert J. McMahon, a young, red- 
haired Irishman and the first 
school teacher in Shoshone. He 
and his brother Tom operated a 
restaurant, and later a general 
store, in the conuminity. 

Now, 100 years later, the . 
Shoshone First Baptist Church, 
wdl celebrate its binbday with a 
centennial homecoming. ■ 

i^s a church with quite a histo- 
ry- 

The church’s beginnings arc 
imerwoven into the history of the 
town of Shoshone. In 1882, the 
Oregon Shortlinc Railroad was 
constructed through Southern 
Idaho, with a cluster of shacks 
and tents for the construction 
crew located at what was then 
known as Naples. A year later, 
the community was renamed 
Shoshone. 

It was into this setting that 
McMahon stepped, sleeping 
under box cars near what is now 
the town of Minidoka, and 
endeavoring to make the v^dcr- 
ness area into “the best in the 
West" - by helping to start a 
.chur^. 

WhM a dreuit-riding preacher 
named Howard Bowler cuoe on 
the scene, the new congregation 
took on new life. Bowler, 23 at the 
tunc, was well known as the ”boy 
preacher." Riding in a buggy, he 
drove his horses, Rock and Lm-a, 
on a 150-mile circuit, with the 
town of Soldier.on tbe west, Areo- 
to the cast and Kcicbum on tbe 
’ north. He drove south to 
Shoshone and on to Hagetman. 

This dynamic young mission- 
ary, who could rope and break 
horses with the best of the bticka- 
roos, held services in schoolhous- 
cs, homes, saloons and outdoors. 
Baptisms were held in streams 
and crocks. 

The father of the young minis- 
ter, Edwin Bowler, came to 
Shoshone for the opening ecte- 
mony of the church congreption 
there tmd stayed on, becoming its 


first pastor, a poadem he held

Questions” likens the papacy to 
the beast in' the book of 
Revelation, an ally of Satan in 
the world’s final days. 

The Seventh-day Adventist 
Church publishes the book and 
distributes it nationally door to 
door. 

“That the seventh head (of the 
beast) represents Antichrist, or 
the papacy, there can be little 
doubt,” the book asserts. 

The book’s conclusions have no 
biblical basis, said Catholic cler- 
gy and lay officials and a 
Protestant Bible scholar. 

William Donohue, president of 
the Catholic League for Religious 
and Civil Rights in New York, 
said he often sees anti-Catholic 
-literature but was surprised to 
^ee it coming from a major 
denomination. 

“For this to come from the 
Seventh-day Adventists and not 
from a splinter gr 9 up makes this 
. offense particularly egregious," 


he said. This raises the ante and 
makes it all the more serious. 

George Reid, head of the 
Biblical Research Institute of the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church, 
said the book merely follows the 
lead of such Protestant 
Reformers as Martin Luther and 

John Calv^ 

The Seventh-day Adventist 
Chu^ is based in Silver Spring, 
Md., and traces its origins to 
WMam Miller of NejjrHampton, 
N.'^., who predicted that the 
world would end in the 1840s.. 
The Church says it has 9 million 
members worldwide. 

The book is published by 
Review and Herald Publishing 
As^ation in Hagehstown, Md., 
one of the denominadoa’s main 
publishing houses. The book mys 
those who follow papal teachings 
ore Satan’s allies. - 

The book comes at a time when 
relations between evangelical 
Christians and Catholics have 
been improving. In 1994, 
Southern Baptists, the counoys 
largest Protestant denomination, 
and . the .-Catholic Church 
endorsed a dialogue between the 
two denominations. The 
Christian Coalition also has been 
trying to build ties to socially con- 
servative Catholics.

The park displays reconstruc- 
tions of two devices probably 
used by Herod’s workers.

Peeler and Brown' represent a genera- 
tion t^t largely shuns organized.religion.

But they stop 
short of setting aside time each week to’ 
worship with a chosen congre^don.' 

Nationally, 33 percent of adults under 30 
attend Sunday service, according to a 19^ 
study by Barna Research Group in 
Glendale, Calif.
